Distracted 
driving on rise 
in Edmonton

Neither an edgy campaign 
saying that “crotches kill” nor 
innovative strategies initiated 
by city police have stopped Ed¬ 
montonians from using their 
cellphones behind the wheel. 

Last year, city police issued 
2,970 tickets for distracted 
driving. So far this year, 
they’ve handed out more than 
3,100 tickets. 

As the province’s distract¬ 
ed-driving legislation nears its 
second anniversaiy, Edmon¬ 
ton’s top cop said the use of 


cellphones while driving con¬ 
tinues to be a major problem. 

“It’s an area where we can 
write tickets till our hands are 
sore, and we are,” Chief Rod 
Knecht said. “Just driving here 
today, I could have wrote six or 
seven tickets.” 

Knecht said 18- to 24-year- 
olds are Edmonton’s biggest 
offenders when it comes to dis¬ 
tracted driving, and texting be¬ 
hind the wheel is the offence 
cops see most often. 

While the force has used a 
variety of strategies to target 
distracted drivers — includ¬ 
ing having uniformed officers 
stand along Jasper Avenue, and 
placing plainclothes officers 
along roadways with a sign 
telling drivers that if they’re 
on a cellphone, they are about 
to get a ticket — Knecht said 
creativity isn’t needed to hand 
out tickets. 

“I don’t know how innova¬ 


tive we have to be around dis¬ 
tracted driving, quite frankly. 
Certainly my experience has 
been like shooting ducks in a 
barrel. It’s easy to catch people 
distracted driving,” he said. 

An edgy campaign to 
curb bad behaviour that was 
launched by the government 
in February resonated with 
people and had “tremendous 
social-media pickup,” said 
Donna Babchishin, a spokes¬ 
person for Alberta Transporta¬ 
tion. 

The province is planning to 
run the “Crotches Kill” cam¬ 
paign again in 2014. 

Provincewide, the number 
of distracted-driving tickets 
issued so far this year is similar 
to 2012 numbers, Babchishin 
said. 

Drivers caught using hand¬ 
held cellphones, electronic de¬ 
vices or entering information 
on GPS units can be fined $172.

Roughed-up 
recyclables get 
trashed more 
often: Researcher 

A University of Alberta 
researcher has found that 
people are more likely to 
trash recyclables if they 
are in any way damaged. 

Jennifer Argo, a profes¬ 
sor at the University of 
Alberta, says that people 
are psychologically hard¬ 
wired to believe that prod¬ 
ucts that are damaged 
— such as ripped paper or 
dented cans — are useless. 

“People see it as a dam¬ 
aged good that is not use¬ 
ful anymore in any way,” 
Argo said in a release. 
“What can you do with a 
crushed can?” 

This predisposition 
causes people to throw 
out many recyclables 
despite the fact that dam¬ 
aged items are still usable. 

“If the can came to you 
crushed and you had to 
make the decision, our 
research shows that it’s 
going in the garbage,” 
Argo said. 

Edmonton resident 
Jason MacFarlane said he 
sees the phenomenon 
constantly in his neigh¬ 
bourhood. 

“There’s a dumpster 
nearby that a lot of people 
throw garbage into,” 
MacFarlane said. “It’s 
always full with cut-up 
paper and crushed cans. 

I guess people think they 
can’t get recycled.” 

Argo wants manufac¬ 
turers to change pack¬ 
aging so that it’s easier to 
preserve their condition. 

“I think it’s worth the 
investment because I have 
no doubt in my mind that 
people will recycle it to a 
greater extent than they 
currently do,” she said.

Alta, offers to buy 
out flood victims 


Pathway to escape. 

But the deal does not 
apply to the hard-hit 
Hamptons of High River 


The province is offering home- 
owners living in floodways a 
chance to get out. 

The owners of about 250 
homes in six southern com¬ 
munities are being given the 
option to sell out to the prov¬ 
incial government. 

Even if the houses weren’t 
damaged, owners are eligible 
for a buyout worth the tax- 
assessed value of their home. 

The program could cost as 
much as $175 million. 


“This new policy will al¬ 
low Albertans in the impacted 
floodways another option to 
rebuild their lives and will 
provide protection for all Al¬ 
bertans going forward,” Mu¬ 
nicipal Affairs Minister Doug 
Griffiths said on Thursday. 

He said the government 
will pay 100 per cent of this 
year’s property-tax-assessed 
value. 

More than 100 of the af¬ 
fected homes are in High Riv¬ 
er, 57 are in Medicine Hat, 50 
are in Calgary and another 36 
are in Bragg Creek. 

Any homes the govern¬ 
ment buys are likely to be 
destroyed or sold and moved 
away, Griffiths said. 

The offer does not apply 


to the hard-hit Hamptons 
neighbourhood in High River. 
Homes sat underwater for sev¬ 
eral weeks and will need to be 
torn down. 

“I would have taken (a 
buyout),” said Jamie Ellice, 
who built his home there just 
months before the flood. 

“I’m not asking for the 
world. I just want what I had 
on June 19.1 want it back.” 

Ellice said the government 
could have simplified things 
with a buyout in the Hamp¬ 
tons instead of insisting the 
homes be remediated and 
made safe for habitation. 

Griffiths said he realizes 
Hampton residents aren’t go¬ 
ing to be pleased.

the floodway. It’s the fastest- 
moving water that’s the most 
dangerous,” he said.

I know that some of 
them are frustrated... but they 
have the option of rebuilding 
their homes and moving if 
they like.” the Canadian press

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Council faces LRT decision 


Money matters. 
$ 515 M needed or line 
will be delayed 


The city faces a year-long de¬ 
lay and up to almost $70 mil¬ 
lion in increased costs unless 
the southeast LRT is given the 
green light next week. 

The line, which will run 
from Mill Woods to downtown, 
is $515 million short of its 
$1.8-billion budget and council 
needs to allocate money or de¬ 
lay construction by next week. 

Council last discussed the 
issue in June and decided then 
to lobby the provincial and 
federal governments for long- 
hoped-for funds. 

Coun. Amarjeet Sohi said 
while no firm commitments 
have been announced, he’s 
optimistic. 

“The mayor has had some 
good conversations with prov¬ 
incial authorities and he will be 
updating council on those con¬ 
versations,” Sohi said. 

Failing provincial support, 
city administration has iden-

tified debt, dedicated tax in¬ 
creases and funds from other 
projects as ways the city could 
fund the project, but Sohi said 
those are not real options. 

“We cannot build this with¬ 
out provincial and federal sup¬ 
port,” he said. 

The city estimates a one- 
year delay would add $58 mil¬ 
lion to $68 million in inflation- 
aiy costs. 

“The more you delay these 
things on a big project like this, 
it can really add up,” said Brad 
Griffith, the city’s director of 
LRT design and construction. 

Sohi said the economic cost 
alone should be an incentive 
for other levels of government 
to get involved. 

“I will be deeply disappoint¬ 
ed and so would people in the 
southeast,” Sohi said.

Her jaw was broken, her 
clothes were drenched and 
she was staring at a bear face- 
to-face. 

It was the night of July 14, 
the first of 12 the woman, a 
resident of the O’Chiese First 
Nation in Central Alberta, 
would spend lost in the bush. 

According to RCMP, the 
woman had been sexually 
assaulted hours before by a 
man after the truck they were 
travelling in became stuck on 
the reserve’s north end. It’s al¬ 
leged he punched her in the 
face, breaking her jaw, but she 


managed to escape. 

Speaking publicly for the 
first time since the incident on 
Thursday, the woman said she 
became immediately disori¬ 
ented after she was hurt. Then 
the rain started coming down. 

“I found a den,” she said. 
“I went inside and then a bear 
came. She smelled me up.... I 
kept my eyes locked (on her), I 
didn’t even want to blink.” 

She said the bear then 
walked away but she con¬ 
tinued to hear it nearby. By 
morning, it was gone. 

But the ordeal was far from 


over — family members be¬ 
lieve the woman trekked up 
to 30 kilometres over the next 
12 days, sticking close to the 
river and feeding off berries 
she foraged. 

“I just kept telling myself: 
‘You’re not going to die,”’ she 
said. 

Finally, on July 26, the 
woman was found by an oil¬ 
field worker on a rural road, 
just four kilometres from 
a major highway. She was 
rushed to hospital and spent 
weeks recovering.

When the University of Al¬ 
berta announced it was plan¬ 
ning to suspend 20 arts pro¬ 
grams this week, I heard the 
usual outciy that the arts 
were, once again, feeling the 
brunt of budget cuts. 

And, of course, I heard 
the common mockeiy of 
people who see something 
like Ukrainian folklore on the 
chopping block and remark 
about its general uselessness. 

At times it feels like deja 
vu. The post-secondaiy arts 
get stung. Supporters protest. 
Detractors attack. 

Just type “arts degree” in 
Google and see what tran¬ 
spires in its predictive search 
bar. After “requirements,” the 
most common search is “arts 
degree useless.” 

Similar to how Mount Roy¬ 
al University cut its music and 
theatre diplomas in the face 
of the same budget cuts last 
spring, the U of A’s faculty of 


arts had its back against the 
wall and something had to 
give. 

Of course, other faculties, 
including the sciences, have 
had to make serious adjust¬ 
ments too, such as accepting 
600 fewer students over the 
next two years. But the arts 
faculty offers a plethora of 
majors, plus it doesn’t at¬ 
tract big funders like engin¬ 
eering, so the slightest nick 
to its poclcetboolcs can mean 
the end of rare programs like 
technical theatre. 

Sometimes it does feel as 
though the arts are facing 
“death by a thousand cuts,” as 
Alec Blair of Calgaiy organiza¬ 
tion SOFA (Save Our Fine Arts) 
put it. 

The U of A memo re¬ 
garding the suspensions ex¬ 
plained that 10 or fewer stu¬ 
dents were enrolled in each 
program, which only valid¬ 
ates the perceived irrelevance 
of such majors as Latin Amer¬ 
ican studies or world music. 

Some of the programs 
have few enrolments because 
they’re elite, but for others, 
it’s indeed a lack of interest. 


What’s important? 


It’s as if we’ve collective¬ 
ly decided that a degree 
or major is unimportant 
unless it comes with a 
direct flight to a career. 

It’s an endless feedback 
loop: Society pressures stu¬ 
dents to believe an arts edu¬ 
cation is useless, enrolment 
shrinks, programs get cut, 
and the presumption of their 
irrelevance is validated. On it 
goes. 

It’s as if we’ve collectively 
decided that a degree or ma¬ 
jor is unimportant unless it 
comes with a direct flight to 
a career. 

Really, few degrees are ob¬ 
vious job-makers, but the arts 
especially. Instead, they make 
universal thinkers and instil 
the sort of skills that transfer 
to all of life’s facets, work be¬ 
ing just one. 

That said, critical think¬ 
ing, analysis, interpersonal 
communication and the prob¬ 


lem-solving skills they pro¬ 
vide have never been more 
important than in this global¬ 
ized, idea-driven economy. 

Camouflage was invented 
by a painter. Japanese origami 
inspired airbag improve¬ 
ments. And what is Faceboolc 
if not a sociology experiment? 

These talents are essen¬ 
tial to a flourishing economy 
and community, and, if well- 
attained, will help students 
figure out how to apply them 
to the world around them. 

But that’s not to say arts 
students can’t benefit from a 
science education, too. 

In fact, a centuiy ago the U 
of A’s sciences and arts shared 
the same faculty, led by schol¬ 
ars committed to the theor¬ 
etical and applied model of 
19th-centuiy German schools.

“It’s closure,” Cutforth 
said of the graduation event.

Libraries are a place to learn, 
create, play, collaborate and 
discover, and the Edmon¬ 
ton Public Libraiy is taking 
the next step by providing a 
hands-on, interactive digital 
opportunity for its visitors. 

Called a Makerspace, 
an area complete with 3D 
printers, an Espresso Book 
Machine, specialized high-

Since the first test-tube baby 
was bom more than three 
decades ago, in-vitro fertiliza¬ 
tion has evolved into a highly 
sophisticated lab procedure. 
Now, scientists are going back 
to basics and testing a simpler 
and cheaper method. 

In the West, many would- 
be parents spend thousands of 
dollars for IVF. But European 
and American scientists say a 
simplified version of the entire 
procedure aimed at developing 
countries could be done for 
about $265 US with generic fer¬ 
tility drugs and basic lab equip¬ 
ment that fits inside a shoebox. 

“IVF is made to sound com¬ 
plicated, but the fact is that 
the early embiyo is not veiy 
demanding,” said Jonathan Van 
Blerlcom, a fertility expert at 
the University of Colorado. 

A human embiyo doesn’t 
need much beyond some basic 
solutions, a steady pH level and 
constant temperature, he said. 

The simpler approach calls 
for women to take cheaper fer¬ 
tility tablets to stimulate their 
ovaries to release more than 
one egg per month. In conven¬ 


tional IVF, expensive, potent 
drugs that are injected can pro¬ 
duce more than 20 eggs. 

Van Blerlcom developed 
the simplified technique after 
European colleagues asked him 
how IVF could be done in de¬ 
veloping countries.

Bradley Manning plans to live 
as a woman named Chelsea 
and wants to begin hormone 
therapy as soon as possible, 
the U.S. soldier said Thursday, 
a day after being sentenced to 
35 years in prison for the big¬ 
gest leak of classified material 
in U.S. histoiy. 

Manning announced the 
decision in a written statement 
provided to NBC, asking sup¬ 
porters to refer to her by her 
new name and the feminine 
pronoun. The statement was 
signed “Chelsea E. Manning.” 

“As I transition into this 
next phase of my life, I want 
eveiyone to know the real me. 
I am Chelsea Manning. I am a 
female. Given the way that I 
feel, and have felt since child¬ 
hood, I want to begin hormone 
therapy as soon as possible,” 
the statement read. 

Manning’s defence attorney 
David Coombs told NBC he is 
hoping officials at the militaiy 
prison will accommodate Man¬ 
ning’s request for hormone 
therapy. If not, “I’m going to 
do eveiything in my power to 
make sure they are forced to do

so,” Coombs said. 

The army said it doesn’t pro¬ 
vide hormone therapy or sex- 
reassignment surgeiy. 

“All inmates are considered 
soldiers and are treated as such 
with access to mental-health 
professionals, including a 
psychiatrist, psychologist, so¬ 
cial workers and behavioural 
science noncommissioned offi¬ 
cers,” army spokesman George

Justin Trudeau: 
Yes, he inhaled 



And he’s not 
apologizing. Liberal 
leader says marijuana 
arohibition policy costs 
aw enforcement 
$500 million a year 


Justin Trudeau says, yes, he’s in¬ 
haled a few times and, yes, he 
was already a member of Parlia¬ 
ment the last time he did and, 
no, he has no regrets about it. 

The Liberal leader laid 
out his past marijuana use 
in a lengthy interview and in 
an exchange with reporters 
Thursday in which he made 
no apologies. 

He said he’s smoked pot 
five or six times in his life — 
including three years ago dur¬ 
ing a backyard get-together — 
and never really liked it much. 

Now that he’s come clean 
about using pot, he said, 
he’d like to move on and talk 
about the hundreds of thou¬ 
sands of people who have a 
criminal record for it. 

Trudeau sought to shift 
the focus onto his policy of 
legalizing marijuana when 
asked by reporters about his 
drug use and whether it had 
been a mistake. 


“No, it wasn’t a mistake,” 
Trudeau told journalists in 
Quebec City. 

“I do not consume canna¬ 
bis. I am not a big consumer at 
all. I tried it.... I’ve never tried 
other types of hard drugs. I am 
not a consumer of marijuana 
but, yes, I’ve already tried it. 
I used it — maybe five or six 
times in my life.” 

He said he believes public 
opinion has moved on and 
he’s confident that Canadians 
will judge him less harshly 
than his political opponents. 

What matters now, Tru¬ 
deau said, is ending a mari¬ 


juana-prohibition policy that 
he says costs law enforcement 
$500 million a year and has 
left 475,000 people with crim¬ 
inal records since the Conserv¬ 
atives took office in 2006. 

He has said that issue 
touched his own family. 

Trudeau originally made 
the marijuana admission in 
a candid interview with the 
Huffington Post, in which 
he also revealed that his 
youngest brother, Michel, 
was charged with marijuana 
possession shortly before his 
1998 death in an avalanche.

Egypt’s ousted leader Hosni 
Mubarak was released from 
prison Thursday and trans¬ 
ported to a military hospital 
in a Cairo suburb where he 
will be held under house ar¬ 
rest, according to state TV. 

Thursday’s move followed 
a court decision ordering the 


release in relation to charges 
of receiving gifts from a state- 
owned newspaper. 

Despite his release, the 
85-year-old ousted leader still 
faces retrial on charges of 
complicity in the killing of 
protesters in the 2011 upris¬ 
ing against him, which could 


put him back behind bars. He 
also is being investigated in 
two other corruption cases. 

The release threatened to 
stoke the unrest as the Arab 
nation is already roiled in 
a crisis over a coup against

Germany. Report blames 
bias for delay in probe of 
neo-Nazi murder spree 


A far-right murder spree went 
undetected for years because 
German security services 
made scores of errors, par¬ 
tially because of institutional 
bias against immigrants, a 
parliamentary investigation 
concluded Thursday. 

The report follows a 
19-month review of how po¬ 
lice and intelligence agencies 
failed to stop the National 
Socialist Underground group 
from killing eight Turks, a 
Greek and a policewoman 
from 2000 to 2007. 

The group was only linked 
to the killings after two main 
members died in a murder- 
suicide after a botched 2011 
bank robbery. The third main 
suspect, Beate Zschaepe, 
went on trial in May. 

Committee members said 
police and domestic intelli¬ 
gence agencies were quick to 
attribute the slayings to or¬ 
ganized crime by immigrant 
groups — never properly 
considering the possibility 
that the killings could have 
been racially motivated and 
linked. 

“The overarching theme is 
racism,” committee member 


Hiroshima and Nagasaki 


Israel apologizes 
to Japan for official's 
comments 

Israel has distanced itself 
from a government official 
who made crude comments 
about the Second World 
War nuclear bombings of 
Hiroshima and Nagasaki. 

Responding to a Japanese 
request for clarification, a 
top Israeli envoy told Japan 
that the comments were 
“unacceptable” and that the 
official had been suspended.

A pair of spacewalking Rus¬ 
sian cosmonauts installed a 
new telescope mount on the 
International Space Station on 


Thursday, despite a flaw in the 
device. 

Fyodor Yurchikhin and Alek¬ 
sandr Misurkin — making their 
second spacewalk in under a 
week — initially gave up hy¬ 
ing to plug in the platform for 
a yet-to-be-launched telescope. 
But after more than an hour 
of discussion at Russian Mis¬ 
sion Control, the cosmonauts 
installed it. 

Yurchikhin and Misurkin re¬ 


ported that the base of the plat¬ 
form appeared to be misaligned 
because it wasn’t assembled 
properly on the ground. The 
problem could prevent the fu¬ 
ture telescope from pointing in 
the right direction. 

But engineers near Moscow 
determined the misalignment 
could be overcome at a later 
date. 

The swivelling platform will 
hold an optical telescope that 


will be launched in November 
and installed by spacewalking 
cosmonauts. 

The cosmonauts also ran 
into some difficulty tightening 
some antenna covers. 

Because of a flyaway cover 
earlier this week, the cosmo¬ 
nauts double-checked the 
remaining shields to make 
sure they were secure. At least 
two were loose, one by a lot.

When a Palestinian program¬ 
mer named Khalil Shreateh 
hacked into Faceboolc founder 
Mark Zuckerberg’s personal 
profile on the social network, 
the message he posted was 
respectful. “Dear Mark Zucker- 
berg,” it began, “first sony for 
breaking your privacy...” 

The 30-year-old from 
Hebron had discovered a glitch 
that allowed him to post on 
any wall on the network. Face- 
book usually provides $500 US 
rewards for identifying such a 
weakness, but did not pay out 
in Shreateh’s case, saying that 
he had violated protocol. 

In stepped the ethical 
hacker community, and over 
$12,000 has been crowd- 
sourced to reward the Palestin¬ 
ian, who was in a good mood 
when we spoke. 


You could have written any¬ 
thing. Were you tempted to 
make the message spectacu¬ 
lar? 

No, because it was a serious 
vulnerability, but I was forced 
to write after Faceboolc ignored 
my first and second reports. I 
was frustrated. 

Were you angry with Zucker- 
berg? 

I admire Mark, and anyone 
who starts a project like that. 
Mark built Faceboolc in college, 
it did well, he got famous and 
eveiyone would want to be like 
him. I have a lot of respect. 

Does this inspire you to hack 
more famous people and 
companies? 

I will keep watching for new 
vulnerabilities and report 
them, as I have done many 
times before. I will not break 
anyone’s privacy and hope that 
eveiy hacker uses what they 


find the right way and not for 
the black market. 

Is this type of hacking very 
popular where you’re from? 
Will you inspire more of it? 

I can’t answer that because 
intelligence people will come 
after me (laughs).... I hope it will 
inspire not only in Palestine as 
eveiybody needs these skills. 

How have your friends and 
family reacted? 

I want to say thanks to the 
hacker community for their 
donations, I really appreciate 
it. My family was worried I 
would be in jail and never have 
another job, but I thought I 
was helping people. 

What are you planning to do 
with the money? 

You cannot keep money in 
Palestine — I am veiy popular 
now. My family want me to get 
married, but I don’t.

A prominent think-tank raised 
eyebrows on Thursday by re¬ 
leasing data suggesting the fi¬ 
nancial toll of parenthood has 
never been lighter. 

Research from the right-of- 
centre Fraser Institute found 
that the cost of raising a child in 
Canada totalled no more than 
$4,500 a year per offspring, less 
than half of more common esti¬ 
mates of $10,000 or more.

Richard: Mark, I don’t know 
what it says about me, but I 
really liked You’re Next. It’s 
disturbing, violent and with¬ 
out any redeeming social 
value, but I enjoyed sitting 
in the theatre with my hands 
over my eyes, afraid of what I 
might see next. I’m not usu¬ 
ally a fan of head trauma, 
but from what I saw as I 
peeked through my fingers, 


it worked well. You? 

Mark: Richard, I found it one 
of the best movies of its type 
ever. Home invasion films 
are my kind of scary because 
it could — and does — hap¬ 
pen. But I did find some re¬ 
deeming social value in it. I 
thought it turned out to be a 
sly satire on family dynamics 
and materialism. Without re¬ 
vealing too many plot twists 
— and I loved them all — this 
movie starts as one thing and 
becomes something a little 
deeper. And, yes, I don’t like 
to admit it, but I was scared 
through and through. 

RC: It’s hard to discuss with¬ 
out giving away a major plot 
twist, but I will say there is a 
Manson Family aspect to the 


stoiy that really creeped me 
out. That and the anxiety-in¬ 
ducing John Carpenter style 
score throbbing in the back¬ 
ground. It’s all effective but it 
is the idea behind the movie 
that is truly disturbing. 

MB: Let’s not leave out the 
creepy animal masks! And I 
learned a lot from the movie, 
like how much can be accom¬ 
plished with a two-by-four 
and a simple set of nails. In 
fact, I just got back from the 
hardware store. I’m ready! 

RC: It is a lesson in survival- 
ism to be sure, but keep in 
mind how it works out for 
everyone. I think I’ll stick to 
calling 911. Lessons aside, I 
did like that while there are a 
number of hysterical charac¬ 


ters here — who wouldn’t be 
upset when your friends and 
family are being randomly 
murdered? — the hero, if you 
can use that word to describe 
someone who kills a person 
with a blender, is a woman. 
So often in these mov¬ 
ies women are the scream 
queens while the men do the 
heavy lifting. Here, the only 
person with any self-preser¬ 
vation instincts is female. 

MB: I think a blender is a 
perfect murder weapon for 
a woman — very Martha 
Stewart, in fact. Yes, this 
movie does have a strong 
woman at its centre, and it’s 
set up nicely in the begin¬ 
ning, with the family sneer¬ 
ing at her for her survivalist 
training.

Chinese filmmaker Wong 
Kar Wai takes a fantastical 
look at the histoiy of his na¬ 
tion through the lens of kung 
fu with The Grandmaster, 
about Yip Man (Tony Leung), 
the father of modern kung fu 
who eventually taught Bruce 
Lee. But first, according to 
the film, he had to wrestle 
with China’s changing polit¬ 
ical climate and go through a 
lot of gorgeously staged 
fights. 

This film is “inspired by a true 
story.” How much historical 
accuracy did you go for? 

It’s quite accurate. The only 
thing I invented was the char¬ 
acter of Gong Er (played by 
Zhang Ziyi). This is a fictional 


figure, it’s not a real person. 
But in fact this character is 
based on several remarkable 
women at that time. When 
China was going through the 
changes from the monarchy 
to the republic, there were a 
lot of great men, and at the 
same time there were also 
remarkable women coming 
from all walks of life. Before 
then women were taking a 
much more minor role. They 
had to be a good daughter, 
good wife, good mother, and 
at that point you see women 
hying to have their own 
rights. 

The film examines how kung 
fu used to be incredibly ex¬ 
clusionary — solely an upper 
class pursuit. 

In the traditional sense, mar¬ 
tial arts were not for poor 
people. To practise martial 
arts you needed to be ex¬ 
tremely wealthy because you 
couldn’t do anything else. 
You had to practise — like, 
they had specific hours, like 
three o’clock in the morning 
and then three o’clock in the 
afternoon. Not too hot, not 
too cold. And then there are 
so many formalities. People 
visit you, you have to have a 


big party. When they leave, 
you have to send them with 
gifts. All these expenses, it’s 
a big thing. 

What does the Chinese film 
industry make of Hollywood 
films like Iron Man 3 partici¬ 
pating more with the coun¬ 
try’s filmmaking world and 
audience? A welcome growth 
or a threat? 

I always find it veiy silly to 
say, “As we are invaded by 
Hollywood” because we’ve 
been in this business for a 
long time. The only thing 
that’s important is to keep 
the audience coming back to 
the cinema. 

What do you make of the ris¬ 
ing importance of the global 
audience for Hollywood? 

Now we see very clearly that 
the film industiy cannot rely 
on a single market. Even 
for a Hollywood film, they 
cannot live on the domestic 
market alone. They need the 
international markets. So 
that’s why there’s more and 
more focus on the Chinese 
market, because it’s growing 
so fast. It becomes a major 
market for here, for every¬ 
where.

GLAAD study. Group 
finds that LGBT people 
still underrepresented 
on the big screen 


We may be seeing more prom¬ 
inent gay and lesbian charac¬ 
ters on TV shows, but the mov¬ 
ie industry lags well behind 
the small screen, an advocacy 
group reports. 

In its first study of LGBT 
roles in major studio releases, 
the Gay & Lesbian Alliance 
Against Defamation found that 
compared with TV, where there 
has been a significant shift over 
the past decade, “major studios 
appear reluctant to include 
LGBT characters in significant 
roles or franchises.” 

In its report released Wed¬ 
nesday, GLAAD found that of 
the 101 releases from Holly¬ 
wood’s six major studios in 
2012, just 14 included charac¬ 


ters identified as lesbian, gay, 
or bisexual. Most were no more 
than cameos or minor roles, it 
said — and none of the films 
tracked had transgender char¬ 
acters. 

“Until LGBT characters ap¬ 
pear more regularly in these 
studio films, there will be the 


appearance of bias,” said Wil¬ 
son Cruz, GLAAD’s national 
spokesperson, in an interview. 
He added that his organization 
will be meeting with studio 
executives to discuss the find¬ 
ings. 

The report — called the 
2013 Studio Responsibility 


Index — rates each of the 
six studios according to the 
number of LGBT-inclusive 
films they released. Faring 
worst: 20th Century Fox 
and Disney, which each re¬ 
ceive “failing” grades; the 
other four — Paramount, 
Sony, Universal and Warner 


Inclusive animation 


One of the best examples 
of an LGBT-inclusive film 
in 2012, according to 
GLAAD, was, interestingly, 
an animated family film: 
ParaNorman, about a 
misunderstood boy who 
can communicate with the 
ghosts of dead people. In 
the film, which came from 
the Portland-based studio 
LAIKA, Norman’s cheer¬ 
leader sister asks the hunky 
football hero Mitch for a 
movie date. He casually 
makes a reference to his 
boyfriend. 


Bros. — receive grades of 
“adequate.” 

Asked in advance Tuesday 
afternoon about the report, the 
studios had no immediate com¬ 
ment.

Based on a true stoiy, this 
thriller is a stripped-down 
seat-shifter about two scuba- 
divers stranded in shark- 
infested waters. The actors 
actually filmed alongside 
hungiy sharks making Open 
Water, perhaps the only 
movie less frightening to 
watch than to star in. 

You’re Next (in theatres 
this weekend) 

This year’s entiy into the 
August annals of horror 
cinema, You’re Next holds 
much promise. It was picked 
up in a bidding war after 
it screened at the Toronto 
International Film Festival. 
Favourable early reviews 
about the thriller’s fresh 
spin on the home invasion 
premise add to the optimistic 


outlook — not to mention a 
few hair-raising scares. 

Scary Lows 

Piranha 3D (2010) 

Nobody was expecting this 
cheesy remake to see Oscar 
recognition, but the schlocky 
shocker about a lake terror¬ 
ized by man-eating piranha 
is more about skin than 
scares.

Breaking Bad ends 
with tears for creator 


Happy ending? 

Vince Gilligan talks 
about bringing the 
series to a close

With Vince Gilligan’s ground¬ 
breaking Breaking Bad end¬ 
ing its run after 62 episodes, 
we talked to the brain behind 
the series about what fans can 
expect — without giving away 
too much. 

He scrapped the original 
ending long ago: 

“I’m veiy impressed with J.K. 
Rowling for knowing where 
Harry Potter was going to end. 
That is impressive,” he says. “I 
had ideas, in early going when 
I was writing the pilot all by 
myself, of where it would all 
end, and I discarded them 
pretty quickly once I hired 
my six writers. This last year, 
in fact, where we knew we 
had these final 16 episodes, 
we went through many, many 
possibilities. In fact, we went 
through eveiy possibility we 
could think of because we 
didn’t want to leave any stone 
unturned. We wanted to think 
of every possible outcome. 
That’s why it took way longer 
than I thought it would take.” 

Writing the finale brought 
tears to his eyes: 

“I cried because it was over. 
I was in my condo in Albu¬ 
querque, writing the very last 


page of the last episode — I 
was writing the very last para¬ 
graph, in fact — and I started 
to tear up,” he remembers. “It 
was because I knew that is it. I 
was never going to get to write 
that character again. I mean, 
not on Breaking Bad. It was 
a hard-fought battle, and it 
was a result of thousands and 
thousands of hours of work 
and emotion, and I teared up 
because as hard as it was those 
six years, I knew in that mo¬ 
ment I was going to be very 
sad it was over. And I was and 
I am sad. But I feel right that it 
ended when it did, creatively.” 

There won’t be a movie: 

“I’d be very surprised. Every 
show is different, and I think 
it’s wonderful when there’s a 
movie version of a TV show,” 
he says. “But I always felt for 
this one show, for Breaking 
Bad, that it would be a bit of 
an injustice to the show it¬ 
self, to what we were trying 
to build all these years, for it 
to end in a fashion that didn’t 
feel complete and satisfying 
on the small screen. We’re 
leaving it all on the field with 
these final eight episodes.” 

It doesn’t have to end poorly 
for everyone: 

“I have to be careful the way 
I answer these questions, be¬ 
cause I don’t want to ruin any¬ 
thing for anybody, but I can 
tell you that the writers and 
I, we’re not out to punish any 
character,” he offers. “There’s 
the old saying that it’s very 
easy to extract emotion from 
an audience by being mean 
to a child or beating a puppy 


with a stick or something. We 
were not tiying to go for those 
kind of feelings. We looked 
at these episodes as our last 
chance to end the stoiy in as 
satisfying a manner as pos¬ 
sible. The best answer I can 
give is that I’m veiy satisfied 
by the ending. That is not to 
say it’s a happy ending, nor a 
sad ending — nor to give any 
promise of how one will feel 
emotionally when it’s over. 
But it is to say that I hope it 
feels proper. Fitting. It feels fit¬ 
ting to me.”

James McBride’s new novel, 
The Good Lord Bird, which 
is out Friday, is his second in 
a row to explore the issue of 
slaveiy in the years just prior 
to the Civil War. 

It was while researching 
his last book, Song Yet Sung, 
that he became fascinated 
with the stoiy of the aboli¬ 
tionist John Brown, who led 
the violent slave insurrection 
at Harpers Feriy, W.Va. 

“I’d heard John Brown’s 
name many times in the past 
but never really quite knew 
who he was,” McBride says. 
“When I started to research 
him, I became fascinated 



with his stoiy. The challenge 
was to find a way to write 
about him that was interest¬ 
ing and funny.” 

Given the dark subject 
matter of the time period and 
of Brown’s tragic final days, 
the humour is the most sur¬ 
prising element of The Good 
Lord Bird. 

The stoiy is told through 
the eyes of Onion, a young 
slave boy who becomes a part 
of Brown’s crew under the 
mistaken assumption that 
he’s a girl. 


Web of relationships 


Onion’s experiences allow 
McBride to depict a com¬ 
plex view of slavery, one 
that in some ways is more 
comfortable than the hard¬ 
ships found in the fight for 
freedom. 


• Quote. “Slavery was 
a complicated web of 
relationships," James 
McBride explains about 
the hardships. “In many 
ways, masters were 
as dependent on their 
slaves as their slaves 
were upon them. Most 
slaves went to bed and 
got up in the morning 
dreaming of freedom, 
but that doesn’t mean a 
lot of them really knew 
what that word meant." 


Over the next few years, 
he crosses paths with lumin¬ 
aries like Harriet Tubman and 
Frederick Douglass, the latter 
depicted making drunken 
advances on the disguised 
Onion. 


“My approach is to make 
fun of everybody,” McBride 
explains. 

“In real life, I admire 
Frederick Douglass. He was a 
great man, but he was flawed 
as well. The people who built 
this countiy weren’t gods. 
They were flawed people, 
and you often wonder if the 
women in their lives had the 
chance to write the stories of 
these men, how their account 
would read.” 

McBride himself was sur¬ 
prised at the opportunities 
for satire afforded by Onion’s 
disguise. 

“The business of identity 

— self-identity, inner-identity 

— always drives the outer 
stoiy,” he says. 

“I wanted Onion’s identity 
issues to be strong enough to 
push him to freedom at the 
end of the book. I really didn’t 
consider all of the factors that 
would go into this character 
playing a girl at the outset; 
I just thought it was funny. 
Then as the book evolved and 
he got into these situations 
where he had to pretend to 
be a girl, it thickened the plot 
and just became delicious.”

Music. Pitbull, Daddy 
Yankee and Don Omar 
benefiting from South 
Florida-based dance 
fitness program 


Zumba Fitness instructors 
worldwide are not only using 
a Latin-heavy song lineup in 
their classes, they’re also 
creating new fans. 

Don Omar’s Zumba has 
remained high on Bill¬ 
board’s Hot Latin Songs 
chart for nearly a year, 
peaking at No. 2. In Greece, 
Daddy Yankee’s Limbo, cur¬ 
rently in the Top 10 on the 
Hot Latin Songs chart, is 
featured in a promotional 
video that has Greek Zum¬ 
ba instructors dancing to a 
Puerto Rican reggaeton beat 
in a beach setting. 

“Daddy Yankee texted 
me five days ago and said, 
‘I wanted you to know that 
Limbo is as much your hit 
as it is my hit,”’ said Zumba 
Fitness co-founder and CEO 
Alberto Perlman. “It was 
perfect for Zumba. When 
he showed it to us, he said, 
‘I said Zumba nine times in 
the song and it’s because 
you guys have inspired me.’” 

Zumba, a dance-based 
fitness program created 
by Colombian dancer and 
choreographer Alberto Beto 
Perez in 2001, was born and 
is still based in South Flor¬ 
ida. It has expanded world¬ 
wide, creating new fans of 


dance styles such as Perez’s 
native cumbia and new fans 
of Latin music. 

Some 14 million people 
in 185 countries are now 
dancing and singing to the 
songs, smiling and sweating 
in Zumba classes and clam¬ 
ouring to buy the music. 

“Being from Michigan, 
I wasn’t exposed to any of 
that music, and now it’s 
easy to find and we hear it 
so often,” said Jill Cooper of 
Ann Arbor, a longtime fit¬ 
ness professional. She was 
one of 8,000 Zumba instruct¬ 
ors from around the world 
who attended the annual 
Zumba Instructor Conven¬ 
tion in Orlando. 

Walking through the con¬ 
vention space, you hear an 
international smorgasbord 
of music. Polynesian music 
blares from one room while 
the sexy samba of Mas que 
Nada pulsates next door, all 
punctuated by a, “Yeah!” 

And Pitbull. Always Pit¬ 
bull. 

“My mom loves Pitbull, 
and she loves Pitbull be¬ 
cause of Zumba class,” Perl¬ 
man said. “She would never, 
ever have heard Pitbull 
on the radio because she 
doesn’t listen to those sta¬ 
tions, but because of Zumba 
class, she’s listening to him 
and I’m like, ‘Mom, stop 
singing Pitbull songs.’” 

Perez said the music is 
treated differently in Zumba 
than in traditional aerobics 
classes. 

“In the aerobics world, 
it’s very cheap music. It’s 
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‘boom-shh-boom-shh-boom- 
shh,”’ Perez said, imitating 
the beat of workout music. 
“The music is in the back¬ 
ground. We need to put the 


music in front because it’s 
a party. How do you enjoy 
the party if the music’s no 
good?”

There is a reason behind 
everything Azealia Banks 
does, and it’s usually cen¬ 
tred on unleashing her in¬ 
ner creativity — whether 
it’s yelling the C-word while 
wearing a Mickey Mouse 
sweater or strutting around 
stage in a motocross suit. 

“I do my thing. I do what¬ 
ever I feel like doing,” Banks 
says. “People tried to define 
me and I tried to define my¬ 
self, and I came up with all 
these explanations of what I 


do, but there is no explana¬ 
tion for what I do.” 

Even calling Banks a fe¬ 
male rapper is a stretch. 

She refuses to be lumped 
into that whole scene. 

“A lot of female rappers 
coming out are post-hip- 
hop, or post-Niclci Minaj, 
or post-Young Money,” she 
says. “I feel like I really tran¬ 
scended that whole kitschy, 
female rap scene.” 

It’s hard to believe that 
Banks is only 22 years old. 
She comes across as mature 
beyond her years, sounding 
like a hip-hop psychologist 
in interviews. 

“People like me notice all 
the social trends, not to say 
that I don’t like them, but 
I’m looking a little deeper,” 
Banks says. “I grew up on the 
Internet. ... It would be nice 
to see pop culture do three 
things at once, instead of 
one general trend. It’s a lot

of the sameness. ... It’s like 
I’ve been eating the same 
thing for dinner for 10 years 
in a row.” 

For those who want some¬ 
thing else, there is Banks’ 
Broke With Expensive Taste, 
her highly anticipated debut 
album, which she says took 
her five years to create. The 
way she sees it, this is the 
way that she’d like to intro¬ 
duce herself. 

“This is my actual arrival. 
All the other stuff was just 
me trying to figure out what 
I was,” she says. “I’ve been 


working on it since I was 17. 
1991 and Van Vogue, those 
were songs I was saving for 
my album, but because there 
was such a demand for me, I 
had to put them out early.” 

The album is set to drop 
this fall, either October or 
November, according to 
Banks. She confirms it has 
its roots in rap, but listen for 
her growth and maturity as 
an artist — there are distinct 
jazz and punk rock influen¬ 
ces bouncing around. 

“When I first came out, 
I wasn’t trying to see how I 
fit into that paradigm of suc¬ 
cess of the music business,” 
Banks says. “I took on a lot of 
personas that weren’t me. I 
tried to behave in a way, got 
carried away with the idea of 
being a female rapper, but 
I’m so much more than that. 
... I think the music on this 
album is the most sophisti¬ 
cated I’ve ever created.”

Tired, broke and frustrated: Why 
Ohbijou won’t be performing 


The Toronto-based indie pop 
band Ohbijou is going on in¬ 
definite hiatus, with its front- 
woman challenging how 
Canadians engage with multi- 
culturalism and critics’ percep¬ 
tion of the group. 

In a post on Tumblr pub¬ 
lished on Friday, lead singer 
Casey Mecija said that she felt 
the media ascribed a selective 
narrative of otherness for her 
and the Toronto septet’s music 
because of her race, gender and 


sexuality. 

“I can’t help but feel sad¬ 
ness for the ways my body (has) 
been inscribed as a performer,” 
Mecija wrote. 

“I can’t help but feel tired by 
the ways that my brown, per¬ 
forming body comes into con¬ 
tact with the multicultural sens¬ 
ibilities of Canadian audiences. 
I am frustrated by the ways that 
my Asian-ness and my sexuality 
have been at times hidden and 
at times showcased to support 


notions of an ‘inclusive’ Can¬ 
adian multiculturalism.” 

In the post, Mecija does not 
rule out an eventual return to 
music. 

“I am not giving up on the 
potential of such a project to al¬ 
ter the ways that people think 
and feel about queer life and 
the histories of colonialism out 
of which Canada was bom,” 
Mecija says. “But, as a band, we 
are tired and we are broke.”
